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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Sidney: 

I herewith submit a report of the condition and progress 
of the schools for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1941. 

This report includes a statement of the receipts and 
expenditures in the several accounts, the budget recom- 
AE for the coming year, and matters of general 
interest. 


GENERAL PROGRAM. The same general plan of 
organization has been followed as adopted for the previous 
year with six schools being maintained. This system ap- 
pears to be working efficiently and is also advantageous 
from the financial standpoint. Conveyance is provided for 
the pupils in each school who live beyond a walking dis- 
tance. 


TEACHERS. Several changes in the teaching staff 
have occurred during the past year. Three new teachers 
were employed when the schools opened in September. We 
were fortunate, however, in being able to retain three of 
our most successful teachers. Considerable difficulty has 
been experienced in filling vacancies with trained and well 
qualified teachers. The indications are that there is no 
over-supply of successful teachers and that towns may be 
faced with a shortage in the near future. The defense in- 
dustries are attracting many individuals who would other- 
wise enter teaching and as long as this work lasts, un- 
settled conditions are certain to exist. While a strong 
defense program is vital and necessary and schools must 
be prepared to make their contributions, it must be re- 
membered that a strong and well supported school system 
is the best defense of American Democracy. 

ENROLLMENT. There has been a slight increase in en- 
rollment during the past year. The distribution of pupils 
by schools has been quite uniform as is shown by the fol- 
lowing table.

The distribution of pupils by grades is quite normal with 
the exception of the 7th grade, which, with 28 enrolled, is 
about twice the usual number. 

At present there are 40 pupils attending secondary 
schools in other towns. Nine of this number are seniors 
and are expected to graduate in June. The distribution by 
schools is shown by Table II.

A comparison of records for previous years shows that 
there has been a gradually decreasing enrollment in the 
common schools and an increase in the number attending 
high school.

In summary it may be said that even though the common 
school enrollment has decreased, a larger number have 
taken advantage of the opportunity that is offered to attend 
high school. 


BUILDINGS. During the past year several improve- 
ments have been made in the buildings. The Bacon’s Cor- 
ner School has been shingled, and the interior of the Cowan 
and Bacon’s Corner Schools cleaned and painted. ‘These 
buildings present a much more attractive appearance. 
Lights have been installed at West Sidney through the co- 
- operation of the citizens and School Improvement League. 
Other buildings need painting and if funds are available it 
is planned to continue the work during the coming year. 


FINANCES. The financing of your schools is becoming 
increasingly difficult each year due to a decrease in the 
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amount received by the town from the State. During the 
last ten years the State School Fund has decreased approxi- 
mately $500,000, and consequently each town and city in the 
state has suffered proportionately. This fund was orig- 
inally distributed on the basis of $100 per teaching position, 
$3.00 per pupil on the School Census, and the balance or 
about 114 cents per day on daily attendance. For several 
years no funds have been available for allocation on the 
basis of daily attendance, and the Census allotment of $3.00 
per pupil has been gradually reduced to $1.65 for the past 
year. The figures for Sidney show that while there has 
been little change in the census during the past ten years 
there has been a decrease in State Funds of nearly $550. 
In addition to the decrease in the State School Fund, we will 
have a reduction of approximately $1000 next year in the 
Equalization Fund. This reduction is due in part to a de- 
crease in the Sidney tax rate for school purposes and also 
to the fact that the State does not have sufficient funds to 
finance the Equalization program. The burden of the sup- 
port of schools is thus being shifted from the State to the 
towns. This trend cannot continue further without causing 
serious difficulties. The present Legislature has before it 
for consideration, bills to restore the School Fund to its pre- 
vious level and to provide sufficient funds for the Equaliza- 
tion program. The matter is an important one and should 
be of interest and concern to every citizen. 


BUDGET. The budget for the coming year has been 
carefully prepared and recommends the same amounts as 
were appropriated last year for the School Fund and Super- 
intendence Accounts and a decrease of $25.00 in the Repairs 
Account. Although there is a substantial balance in the 
School Fund Account there should be no reduction in the 
appropriation because any decrease would undoubtedly 
lower the school tax to a point where the town would not 
be eligible for Equalization Aid.
